the flames. The fire in the kitchen was ex- 
tingushed by the neighbors and B. Frank 
Barnes, who smothered the fire in the gaso- 
line can. 


The child was carried to the office of Dr. 


A. S. Wilson in the blanket, when it was 
found that the little body was literally 
cooked. The face and body was raw aud 
the skin hung in shreds. 
The lips were 


burned and the child had inhaled the flames. 
It was then evident that the boy could not 
live. Dr. Wilson dressed the burns to re- 
lieve the intense suffering, after which the 
child was taken home, and Drs. E. J. and 
Albert Groom, the 
family 
physicians, 


wrapped the body in absorbent cotton and 
dressed the mother's and grandmother's 
burns. 


The boy, one of the brightest little fellows 


in the neighborhood, died after intense suf- 
fering shortly after eight o'clock th« same 
day.

A quart of milk, three-quarters of a 


pound of moderately fat beef—sirloin, 
for instance—and five ounces of wheat 
flour, all contain about the same amount 
of nutritive material, but we pay very 
different prices for them, and they have 
different values for nutriment. The 
milk cornea nearest to being a perfect 
food. It contains all of the different 
kinds of nutritive materials that the 
body needs. Bread made from the 
wheat flonr will support life. It con 
tains all the necessary ingredients for 
nourishment, but not in the proportions 
best adapted for ordinary use. A man 
might Jive on beef alone, but it would 
be a very one sided and imperfect diet, 
but meat and bread together make tbe 
essentials of a healthy diet Such are 
the resultfi of experience, and the ad- 
vancing science of later years explains 
them. This explanation takea into ac- 
count not simply quantities of meat 
and bread and milk and other materials 
which we eat, bn* also the nutritive in- 
gredients or "nutrients" which they 
contain.—New York Ledger.

The fruit 
to be sild for dessert is ripened by the 
dry warmth of flaring gas jets in the 
rtoragt. places in which it is kept,, and 
immense care has to betaken to prevent 
snfteniog or ovenipening.

different \alnes for nutriment. The 
milk comes nearest to being a perfeoi 
food. It contains all of the differenl 
kinds of nutritive materials that the 
body needs. Breed made from the 
wheat flour will support life. It con 
tains all the necessary ingredients for 
nourishment, bnt not in the proportions 
best adapted for ordinary use. A man 
might live on beef alone, but it wonlc 
be a very one sided and imperfect diet 
bnt meat and bread together make the 
essentials of a healthy diet. Snob are 
the results of experience, and the ad 
vanning science of later years explain; 
them. This explanation takes into ac 
count not simply quantities of men 
and bread and milk and other materials 
which we eat, trat also the nutritive in 
gradients or "nutrients" which the; 
contain.—New York Ledger.
